Things a new or readmitted student should 
know about registration could fill a full page 
of the Hornet. One of the confusing bits of 
information is the grouping. 

Students are grouped in three categories: 
(1) New students are those enrolling for the 
first time in a Fall or Spring Semester.; 
(2) Readmitted students are those who pre- 
viously attended a Fall or Spring Semester 
(except Extension) and are returning after 
an interruption of one or more semesters. 
(3) Continuing students are those who com- 
pleted the Spring Semester 1968. 

New and readmitted foreign students will 
pick up registration materials from the 
Foreign Student Advisor, Room 259 in the 
SSC Administration Building, All other new 
and readmitted students and continuing 
students who did not advance register 
may obtain materials (data card packets) 
in the lobby of the Gym according to the 
following schedule: 

Monday, Sept. 16 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. in the 
Women’s Gym, Tuesday, Sept. 17 9 a.m. to 
7 p.m, in the Women’s Gym, Wednesday, 
Sept. 18 1 p.m. to 8 p.m. in the Men’s Gym. 
Thursday, Sept. 19 8 a.m. to 7 p.m. in the 
Men’s Gym. 

Students expecting to enrol! for thesis 
should have a special pink No. 9A enroll- 


ment card included in their packet, If not 
included, inquire at the Graduate Studies 
Office, Adm, Bldg. Room 226, 

The faculty advisor’s role is that of dis- 
cussing objectives and assisting in planning 
a degree program, Department Major/Minor 
Flanning Sheets are available at department 
advisors’ offices to assist undergraduate 
students in this planning. Continuing students 
who have not completed a Major/Minor 
Planning Sheet with their advisors should 
do so before registration, 

New or readmitted undergraduate students 
who plan to enroll for a program of more 
than six units must consult with an advisor 
and secure the advisor’s signature on a 
Major/Minor Planning Sheet before being 
admitted to registration 


Do not register in a special problems 
course, for credit without evaluation, or as 
an auditor in any course during either ad- 
vance or regular registration. 


Attendance is required at the first or 
second class meeting, or the instructor 
may regard the student as a phantom en- 
enrolee and give his seat to a late petitioner. 
However, it is the student’s responsibility 
to drop the class officially; otherwise, a 
failing grade (TF) will be assigned. 


Classes Open 


**Know Credit’”’ classes inSSC’s Experi- 
mental College are still open for registration 
this week. 

Courses still open for interested students 
include The Movement: 1954 to the Present, 
Situational Ethics, Expressive Dance, The 
Poet in Drama, Philosophy for Students, 
Electronics, Experimental Class Situation 
Contemporary Philosophy, Drama Workshop, 
and Witchcraft. 

Membership in the Experimental College 
is open to everyone, There are no pre- 
established standards or prerequisites. 
Membership is not limited to students of 
the College: faculty members of any campus, 
students of any age from any campus, 
businessmen, housewives, and anyone who 
is ‘Interested in the joy of learning,’’ 
may participate, according to Jeff Hardy, 
one of the student directors of the project. 

Know Credit classes are governed by 
their members. Hardy explained that basic 
policy decisions are made and implemen- 
tation of policy is worked out by the Co- 
ordinating Committee. 


STATE HORNET PLANS TO 
REVAMP IN COMING YEAR 


Paper Plans To Become A College Daily; 
Opens Doors To Campus-Wide Participation 


The State Hornet is undergoing changes 
this semester that will give Sacramento 
State students a daily college paper in 1969. 

For those familiar with the Hornet, the 
most evident changes are physical —focused 
mainly on the front page. 


The physical front-page changes include 
the re-designing of the masthead; a switch 
to a four-column format rather than five 
column; and the addition of a column that 
will provide students with late-breaking world 
news. 

The masthead has been changed to the Old 
English type-face style used by mary major 
metropolitan newspapers. The addi son of the 
World News column will furnish late- 
breakers from the Associated Press wire. 


In the past, the Hornet has been pretty 
much a “bulletin-board’’-type newspaper, 
in which the emphasis was on happenings on 
the campus. 


But the new focus will be on depth report- 
ing, ‘‘feature’’ reporting to some. 

Some of the articles alr®ady in the offing 
for the coming year include ‘‘The Draft and 
the College Student”, in which the draft will 
be dissected and analyzed; ‘‘Drugs: the Legal, 
Moral and Ethical Implications’’. These two 
topics typify the topics that will be analyzed 
by Hornet reporters this year. 

And so the front page will usually carry 
only two or three articles, in this depth- 
reporting style, instead of the smattering 
of shorter front-page stories, as in the past. 

In line with the Hornet’s new trend, editor 
Doug Ross is opening up the newspaper to 
submissions of articles by non-staff 
members. 

If a non-staffer wishes to submit a depth- 
written articles to the Hornet, he should 
check the topic with Hornet editors before 
embarking upon the piece. 

Acceptance of articles by the Hornet will 





not mean automatic publication. But if the 
article is found unacceptable, it will be 
returned to the author with suggestions for 
improvement, along with encouragement for 
re- submittal, 

And so as the Hornet moves toward be- 
coming a depth-writing newspaper, it will 
also move toward becoming a daily news- 
paper. 

The Hornet will publish three times weekly 
during the fall semester of ‘68 — publications 
dates are Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 
There wili be the occasional exception — for 
instance, the Hornet will publish on Monday, 
September 23 (the first day of school), and 
then will publish on Wednesday, September 
25, and so on, 

Then in the spring semester of 1969, the 
Hornet will tentatively expand to four issues 
per week, The additional day of publication 
would be Thursday — and the State Hornet 
would then fall into the classification as a 
**college daily.’’ 

Joining Ross as Hornet sub-editors are 
Tim Ahern, managing editor; Pat Moore, 
news editor; Rusemary Ruhstaller, copy 
editor; and Barbara Zadra, backshop 
manager. 

Barbara Glaski will be the Hornet’s ad- 
vertising manager this year. Rich Giusti is 
the tentative Hornet photo coordinator, and 
Dennis Shannon the tentative circulation 
manager. 

Sherman Stanley will be business manager 
for publications this year, including the 
Hornet; Bob Eckhardt will be photo editor for 
publications.
